Enos L. W atson, father of Repre­ 
sentative Jam es E. Watson died at 
his home in this city at 7 o’clock this 
morning. 
Mr. W atson had been con­ 
fined to his bed for several weeks. 
Mr. W atson was born in Greene 
county , Ohio, December 2 2 , 1830, and 
with his parents, came to Randolph 
county , when only two y ears old. 
At 
the age of seventeen he attempted to 
learn the trade of cabinet making in 
Deerfield. 
A distaste for the work 
caused him to give it up, and, on the 
advice of 
T. M. Longshore, 
y oung 
W atson began the study of law, and 
w as admitted to the bar in 
1856. 


80011 afterw ard he was elected pros­ 
e cutor for Randolph and Ja y coun­ 
ties, and at the expiration of two 
y ears he was re-elected, his circuit 
then comprising the counties of R an­ 
dolph. Jay , Blackford and Delaware. 
In 1860 
Mr. Watson* formed 
a 
partnership in the practice of law 
•with William Peelle, which p artner­ 
ship was maintained until Mr. Pelle’s^ 
election to the office of Secretary of 
State. 
In 1864 he formed a p artner­ 
ship with Judge J. J. Cheney which 
lasted until 1874. 
For the next six 
^y ears he practiced law as a partner 
of Judge Monks, now of the Supreme 
•court. 
Then he practiced with Judge 
Cheney again for a period of 
two 
y ears, and at the retirement of the 
latter, and for the next six y ears, 
Mr. W atson was 
the 
partner 
of 
Ja m e s S. Engle. 
He then formed a 
partnership with his son, Jamefc E. 
W atson, and in 189 2 the firm became 
known as W atson, Maeey & Good­ 
rich. 
He was 
later a 
partner of 
Union B. Hunt. 
A widow and four sons survive. 
T h e children are: Seward S. W atson, 
p ostm aster of this city , and proprie­ 
tor of the W inchester Herald;

all the inv ectiv e a t his command in an 
attack on that serv ice.

Indianap olis, Feb 26.—A strenuous 
effort is now being made to hav e Gov ­ 
ernor Marshall v eto the Sunday base­ 
ball bill. Some p ersons who hav e read 
the bill are of the op inion that it would 
not only p ermit baseball, football and 
other legitimate sp orts to be p layed 
on Sunday afternoon, but that it would 
p ermit the p laying of p ok er, faro, 
crap s, roulette or any other game that 
any k ind of “sp ort” might wish to 
engage in. 
In other words, there are 
many who believ e the Sunday baseball 
bill would enable gambling houses 
ev erywhere in the state to run be­ 
tween the hours of 1 and 6 o’clock on 
Sunday afternoons. 
Here is the p art 
of the bill which it is believ ed would 
mak e this p ossible: 
“It shall be un­ 
lawful for any p erson or p ersons to en­ 
gage in p laying any game of baseball, 
football or other game where any fee 
is charged, or where any reward or 
p rize or p rofit or article of v alue is 
dep ending on the result of such game, 
on the first day of the week , common 
ly called Sunday, between the hours of 
5 a. m. and 1 p . m. * * ♦ No statute 
of this state shall be <jonstrued to p re­ 
v ent such game or games on Sunday 
between the hours of 1 o’clock and 6 
o’clock in the afternoon.”
